In the last week, an ounce h as 
jumped $36 on the London market. 

. Some gold forecasters were boldly 
predicting that the metal will hit $400 
in. a matter of days. But others said 
the market is nervous underneath 
and the bubble could burst at any 
time. 

Zurich traders said Arab interests, 
who have bought massive amounts 
of gold in recent weeks, have ap- 
parently switched focus to silver. 

Besides Arab buying, gold prices 
have been accelerated In recent 
months by the oil shortage and Its 
implications for the world economy, 
the prospect of yet another oil price 
increase, and U.S. difficulties-ln cur- 
bing the American trade deficit. 

In recent days there has been the 
added impetus of frantic buying, by 
' U.S. traders who had sold short, ex- 
pecting a price decrease, when the 
metal was approaching $300 an 
ounce. The short-sellers un- 
derestimated the spot market’s 
appetite for gold, a traditional haven 
in. worrisome economic times. (AP, 
Reuter.

Hebron mayor’s talks 
with Arafat under study

The military authorities have not 
decided what measures, if any, 
should be taken .against Hebron 
Mayor Fahd Kawasma for meeting 
with PLO leader Yasser Arafat In 
Madrid last weekend. 

According to a Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency (JTA) dispatch from 
Geneva, Kawasma said at a press 
conference' there on Monday that he 
and Arafat had discussed the 
problems of the West Bank. But be 
refused to go into detail, the agency 
said. 

Senior sources in the Judea and 
Samaria military government and 
the Tel Aviv office of the IDF's coor- 
dinator of operations in the ad- 
ministered territories declined to 
comment in detail yesterday on steps 
that might be taken against the 
mayor. 

The sources told The Jerusalem 
Post that, although they, were not yet 
in possession of details about the en- 
counter, it was likely that any action 
they would take would be in the form 
of "recommendations to the political 
level" — in this case to Defence 
Minister Ezer Weir man. 

The sources noted, however, that 
Kawasma is not the- first West Bank 
leader to meet' with Arafat. Rash ad 
a-Shawwa, the mayor of Gaza, met 
with the PLO leader a few months 
ago in Damascus, and other public 
flgurea from 'the administered 
territories often meet with PLO of- 
ficials in Europe and Arab countries. 

But they added that they were 
already disturbed by statements 
made by Kawasma last week before 
the World Human Rights Commis- 
sion In Geneva, when the mayor 


strongly criticized Israel’s policies in 
the West Bank. 

Die JTA quoted Kawasma as say- 
ing, in answer to a journalist's ques- 
tion as to why the Israelis had let him 
go abroad: “If they do not let me go, 
it is worse. The people who invite me 
make.a big fuss about the fact that I 
am not allowed to leave the country. 
We are allowed to leave the country, 
travel freely and speak." 

Asked about thin week's cabinet 
decision to allow Israelis to buy land 
in the territories, the mayor said: 
"When Israel noticed the world's 
negative reaction to the settlements, 
it found a new method to get hold of 
our land. We cannot stop people in 
the West Bank from selling property. 
Israelis have more money to pay. 
People want to escape occupation so 
they sell and leave." 

Kawasma was scheduled to arrive 
in Washington yesterday to attend a 
meeting organized by the Palestine 
Human Rights Campaign, due to 
open in the U.S. capital on Friday. 
(Bee related story P.2) Also present 
at that gathering will be Ram&llah 
Mayor Karim Khalaf, Hikmet al- 
M&sri of Nablus and other public 
figures from the territories. 

Die Hebron mayor was granted 
permission to go to the U.S. despite 
having defied a military government 
ban on political activity several 
times in the last few months. 

He met both with Weizman and 
with Judea and Samaria Com- 
mander Tat-Aluf Binyamln Ben- 
Ellezer before leaving for Jordan, en 
route for Geneva 10 days ago. 
Kawasma Is considered relatively 
moderate In the spectrum of political 
opinion on the West Bank, although 
he is a vociferous supporter of the 
PLO.

WASHINGTON. — The U.8., Israel 
and Egypt yesterday formally open- 
ed negotiations to try to come up with 
a permanent solution to the problem 
of a UN peacekeeping force ip the 
Sinai following Israel’s withdrawal. 

The three-way deliberations, 
which lasted almost the entire day at 
the State Department, are expected to 
continue today before the outcome is 
made known. 

U.S. Secretary of State Gyrus 
Vance, who is chairing the sessions, 
first met yesterday morning 
separately with the Israeli delega- 
tion, led by Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan and Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman. 

Some 46 minutes later, the Egyp- 
tian team. Including Vice-President 
Hoanl Mubarak and Defence 
Minister Kamel Ha as an All, arrived 
to Join the discussions. 

Dayan emerged from the talks and 
said that all three sides had agreed 
pot to disclose the results until later 
today. But other sources here 
suggested that the talks yesterday 
had progressed smoothly and that a 
successful conclusion meeting 
Israel's minimal concerns would be 
achieved. 

As the negotiations were taking 
place. Representative Paul Findley, 
a member of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, announced that 
Weizman had promised the panel on 
Monday that In the future Israel will 
talk to the U.S. before launching new 
pre-emptive strikes with U.S.- 
supplied equipment against Palesti- 
nian targets in Lebanon. 

Findley, the most outspoken critic 
in Congress ef Israel's policies 
toward Lebanon, said In a statement 
that Weizman 's promise was “a 
significant and gratifying change in 
Israel's military policy." 

Findley said that Weizman had 
authorized him to make the state- 
ment. which the defence minister 
had made during the closed-door ses- 
sion. Last month, Findley introduced 
resolutions trying to block pending 
U.S. arms sales to Israel unless 
Israel changed its military policies in 
Lebanon. 

Later, following the State Depart- 
ment talks, Weizman confirmed 
Findley's statement but said that 


Israel had made no commitment to 
follow Washington’s advice, only to 
consult in advance. 


"If Israel in the future should find 
It necessary to use U.S.-supplied 
military equipment in any pre- 
emptive strikes, it would first talk 
with the United States," Findley 
quoted Weizman as having pledged. 

Following the Sinai-related talks at 
the State Department yesterday, 
Weizman and Dayan were scheduled 
to drive to Capitol Hill to brief 
members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee in a closed ses- 
sion. 

Initial speculation here involved 
the possibility of on expanded U.S. 
role in the peacekeeping process — In 
addition to joint Israeli-Egyptlan 
patrols — to replace the now-defunct 
UN Emergency Force (UNEF). 
Israel opposes a U.S.-Soviet formula 
calling for an expansion of the UN 
Truce Supervision Organization 
(UNTSO) to assume those respon- 
sibilities. 

Going into yesterday's opening 
round of talks, U.S. officials said they 
were largely in the dark about the ex- 
act nature of the tentative Israeli- 
Egyptian agreement on the matter, 
reached during the recent Haifa 
summit between Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin and Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat. 

U.S. officials had complained that 
neither Israel nor Egypt had 
reported on the agreement to special 
U.S. Middle East Ambassador 
Robert Strauss during bis recent 
visit to the area. 

Israel and Egypt apparently 
wanted to present their ideas Jointly 
to Vance during the formal dis- 
cussions this week. 

Vance wants to take advantage of 
Dayan’s presence In Washington this 
week to review other outstanding 
bilateral matters, including 
Lebanon, Israeli settlements on the 
West Bank, future foreign Aid re- 
quests, and the course of the 
autonomy negotiations. 

Weizman is due to return to Israel 
later this week while Dayan plans to 
remain in New York City for several 
days to participate In the UN General 
Assembly session. Dayan will also 
meet with other foreign ministers 
attending the session.

Knesset body won’t discuss 
Pinto till Weizman returns

The Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee decided yester- 
day to defer all consideration of the 
affair of the Lltani Operation officer, 
Lt. Daniel Pinto, until Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman returns 
from abroad. 

Pinto's eight-year sentence, for 
murdering two Arab civilians after 
the fighting, was reduced to two 
years by Chief of Staff Rafael EH tan, 
who at first upheld Pinto’s version of 
the incident, but finally corroborated 
the court’s version. 

Mapam’s Melr Talmi demanded 
that the committee put questions to 
the chief of staff yesterday. Eit&n 
was attending the committee ses- 
sion, according to an invitation given 
him many weeks ago, for a regular 
security briefing. 

Labour's Yitzhak Rabin said the 
proper thing to do was to wait until 
Weizman got back. Meanwhile, he 
suggested, the military authorities 


should supply the committee with 
the relevant legal material. 

Eitan promised he would supply 
such material to the committee in 
advance of Weizman's appearance, 
so that the members could be brief- 
ed. His promise satisfied the com- 
mittee. 


Eitan also read out the statement 
that the IDF spokesman issued on 
his behalf earlier this week, in which 
he said that he supported the court's 
version of the events which led to 
Pinto’s conviction, rather than Pin- 
to’s own version. He said he 
regretted interpretations of an inter- 
view he gave to "Yediot Aharonot”, 
which left a different impression. 


Later in the session, Eitan sur- 
veyed the situation in Southern 
Lebanon and plans for IDF redeploy- 
ment In the administered territories 
under the autonomy arrangements. 
The chief of IDF intelligence. Aluf 
Yehoshua Saguy, gave an In- 
telligence briefing as well. 


BEIRUT. — American black civil 
rights leaders expressed support for 
a Palestinian homeland following 
talks with Lebanese President Elias 
Sarkis here yesterday. 

. The 10-member delegation from 
the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) arrived on Mon- 
day on a self-styled peace mission at 
the invitation of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

They conferred with Deputy PLO 
leader Salah Khalaf on Monday 
night and are due to meet PLO chair- 
man Yasser Arafat later this week. 

After their talks at the presidential 
palace, leaders of the delegation 
appealed to all parties to the conflict 
to stop fighting. 

Conference President Joseph 
Lowery said: “We* are convinced 
that the ultimate solution for 
Lebanon and the Mideast is for both 
the Israelis and the Palestinians to 
be secure in their respective 
homelands, and to live in peace with 
justice." 

SCLC Chairman Walter Faun troy, 
a Democrat congressman from 
Washington D.C., said the delegation 
had been encouraged by Lebanese 
support for Palestinians rights to 
self-determination and a homeland. 

Fauntroy said the civil rights 
leaders had begun talks with the 
PLO in the hope the U.S. government 
would do the same and added: "It is 
our belief that what we are now do- 
ing is developing a dialogue in the 
U.S. That will result in national 
policy being what we have sought." 

Lowery said the delegation had 
conveyed to Sarkis its concern for an 


end to the suffering and devastation 
caused by the fighting in the South 
and its Impact on Palestinian 
refugees. 

"It is a charge we must make upon 
the world community that the 600.000 
homeless people in this country do 
not have a home of their own, and 
therein lie our plea and our mis- 
sions." he said. 

The delegates' sensitivity to press 
coverage yesterday was made ap- 
parent during an incident involving a 
toy AK-47 rifle and the AP 
photographer. 

Rev. Bernard Lee was pictured in- 
side Barajneh refugee camp holding 
the rifle, while Lowery and his wife 
were pictured next to a youth who 
had been holding the gun. Realizing 
that the pictures could be em- 
barrassing for a group advocating 
non-violence, Ai Sampson of the 
SCLC demanded the photographer 
turn the film over, which he did.

Soviets give inedible food to starving Prisoners of Zion

TEL AVIV. — Prisoners doing hard 
labour In Soviet camps are entitled' 
by law to a diet of 2,050 calories a 
day, which Is less than the 2,500 
calories a. day allotted to Nazi 
forced-abour camp inmates in World 
War n, released Prisoner of Zion 
Edward Kusnetzov told a presa. con- 
ference yesterday. He added that 
most prisoners never even get the 
minimum allowed them by law, and 
that many are reduced to eating 
weeds. 

An adult doing strenuous physical 
labour must receive at least 4,000 
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calories daily, according to nutrition 
experts. 

Kuznetzov, other former 
prisoners, and relatives of those still 
behind Soviet barbed wire appeared 
at the conference to announce the 
publication of the first-ever report on 
the medical conditions of Prisoners 
of Zion. The report, which will be 
sent to medical experts throughout 
the world. Is based on the testimony 
of released prisoners, on letters 
smuggled out of Soviet captivity, on 
families’ testimony, and on medical 
examinations of released prisoners. 

According to. the report, the quali- 
ty of food given the prisoners is so 
poor that, despite their chronic 
hunger, they are frequently unable 
to bring themselves to eat it. Worms 
and parts of the bodies of dead rats 
float In watery . so-called soups. 
Bread is often baked waste. 

Kuznetzov said that the purpose of 


the deliberate starvation of 
prisoners of conscience Is to turn 
them into weak-willed, obedient 
creatures. The conditions in Soviet 
jails are in direct contravention of 
Soviet law Itself, he said. 

Kuznetzov was one of the leaders 
of the 1970 plot to hijack a Soviet 
plane out of Russia. He was released 
to the U.S. In exchange for a Soviet 
spy. Two other prisoners from the 
same trial — Lelb Khnock and Hlllel 
Buttman — also appeared at the 
press conference. Buttman, who is 
under treatment for a severe ulcer 
developed during his years of im- 
prisonment, missed a hospital treat- 
ment appointment in order to attend. 


According to the report and the ex- 
prisoners’ testimony, Soviet prison 
cells are sealed . from the outside 
world and contain neither water, a 


bucket of any sort, or a toilet. 
Sewage frequently overflows from 
the basement and floods the cells. In 
the labour camps, countless rats run 
about freely, and during cold winter 
■ nights, swarm over the prisoners’ 
cots. A prisoner in solitary confine- 
ment is allowed only two visits to the 
latrine daily, and only when and if 
the warden permits them. 

Due to constant hunger, hard 
labour, and unspeakable sanitary 
conditions, the prisoners suffer from 
Intestinal disorders, liver-, kidney-, 
and heart-disease and massive infec- 
tions. A very high percentage of the 
prisoners succumb to tuberculosis, 
which usually goes untreated. The 
only dental 'treatment given to 
prisoners, whose teeth deteriorate 
very rapidly due to malnutrition, is 
extraction without the benefit of an 
anaesthetic. 


The medical staff in the camps, ac- 
cording to Kutznetzov and others, 
are first and foremost KGB officers, 
for whom medicine Is primarily a 
means of extortion and punishment. 
Prisoners are blackmailed into in- 
forming on and betraying each other 
in return for treatment. Abdominal 
cancer and ulcers go untreated if the 
prisoner refuses to inform on his 
friends. •

DAR ES SALAAM (Reuter). — The 
outgoing U.S. ambassador to the UN . 
Andrew Young, yesterday called on 
African nations to play “a 
moderating role" In the Middle East 
conflict. 

At an airport press conference 
upon arrival In Tanzania for a two- 
day visit. Young said he is urging 
African nations to resume 
diplomatic relations with Israel, 
broken after the 1973 Yora Kippur 
war. 

"I think African nations can have 
an important moderating role and it 
is important to have some form of 
dialogue." said Young. 

He said African nations broke 
diplomatic relations with Israel 
because of Israel's occupation of the 
Sinai peninsula, "but that problem is 
now being rectified."

The bcgrut examinations should 
be retained because they "constitute 
a means of achieving Inter-ethnic 
equality and their abolition will In- 
jure children of Oriental extrac- 
tion." says a blue-ribbon panel ap- 
pointed 21 months ago by Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer. 

But the panel also recommended 
several significant changes in the 
matriculation system, including 
allowing "specific high-quality 
schools" to give final marks that 
would be equal In weight to the 
bn p nit marks. 

The 14-member commission, head- 
ed by Haifa University rector Prof. 
Ozer Shild and Including ministry of- 
ficials and educators, said in its 
report that the abandonment of the 
bagrut would lead to ethnic dis- 
crimination. 

"Institutions of higher learning 
and private employers might accord 
a different weight to marks given by 
schools In development towns or in 
culturally underprivileged 
neighbourhoods," It said. 

The commission, which handed in 
its report yesterday, held 10 sessions 
during which It Interviewed parents, 
pupils, teachers, academic 
educators and ministry officials. 

It said that dropping the bagrut 
would force the universities to in- 
stitute entrance examinations that 
would hit hardest at those applicants 
coming from underprivileged com- 
munities. 

Hammer, senior ministry of- 
ficials, and members of the 
Pedagogical Secretariat are ex- 
pected to discuss the panel’s report 
In the near future. 

Ministry director-general Eliezer 
Shmueli said yesterday that he ex- 
pects the ministry to "adopt the bulk 
of the recommendations.” 

Hammer Is an avowed supporter 
of the bagrut. but he has Introduced 
certain liberalizations. He is ex- 


pected to use the panel's findings to 
counter bagrut critics. In July, the 
Knesset Education Committee, 
against chairman Labour MK Ora 
^amir's will, voted to recommend 
abolishment of the exams, and their 
replacement with a high school 
graduation certificate, 
i Hie report called on high schoolers 
to do an "afternoon a week" for two 
years of social work, so that the 
"matriculation certificate not- de- 
pend on cognitive talents and 
knowledge alone, but no less upon 
meeting of the obligation of helping 
others." 

According Co Che report, one in 
every five bagrut exams Is suspect 
"of a breach In examination ethics.” 

The commission recommended 


that the country's schools teach such 
ethics, and said that pupils cauzht 


ethics, and said that pupils caught 
cheating should have their exams 
annulled and be barred from re- 
examination for two years. 

Turning to changes in the system, 
the report recommended that pro- 
ject reports, instead of exams, be en- 
couraged. The report also said that 
Open University courses could 
replace certain exams. 

High school marks In general 
should be accorded more weight In 
the calculation of bagrut marks, the 
report said, and warned that the 
commission "severely disapproves 
of hiding (high school grades) from 
the pupU," which Is a common prac- 
tice In schools here. 

The commission called on schools 
to improve the quality of teaching of 
"composition," saying that institutes 
of higher education and private 
employers complain that 
matriculants are unable to write in a 
clear and well organized manner. 

Finally, the report said, while an 
exam in "Jewish heritage" should 
be introduced on a compulsory basis, 
the majority of the panel members 
f eel that the current system of ex- 
amination on scripture "is a distor- 
tion" of Jewish heritage, which is not 
limited to the written law.

Get car out of customs 
‘cause the taxman cometh’

Etzioni quits commission 
studying teachers salaries

The sooner a car la freed from 
customs the better, because the 
government is about to impose a 
sales tax on cars according to their 
engine size.

Meanwhile, the government is not 
planning any Immediate cuts in 
sales taxes on refrigerators, but does 
Intend to continue its policy of cut- 
ting taxes on refrigerators, washing 
machines and televisions. There is 
no plan to cut the taxes for young 
couples and other special groups, 
since that would create an unwieldy 
and discriminatory bureaucracy. 

Meanwhile, for those who have 
decided to travel less because of an 
expected travel tax. Treasury op- 
position to the plan has virtually 
shelved the tax for the next several 
months.

Issue which figures In the threat of a 
renewed strike by the teachers. 

Education Ministry Director- 
General Eliezer Shmueli last night 
told The Jerusalem Post that he 
believes Etzioni will withdraw his 
resignation. 

Shmueli said ,that Education 
Minister Hammer had spoken again 
yesterday with Ehrlich, who once 
again assured him that the details of 
the engineers agreement would be 
transmitted to the commission 
"forthwith." 

Education Ministry sources expect 
the detailed agreements to reach the 
commission sometime today and 
hope that this will persuade Et- 
zioni to withdraw his resignation. 

It has been learned that the com- 
mission is already summing up its 
work and that its report, geared to 
Improving the lot and quality of the 
country’s teachers, will be submitted 
to Hammer within a month.

Earth-movers demand gov’t 
use local firms in Negev 


WASHINGTON. — The U.S. yester- 
day condemned Israel's decision to 
permit land purchases In the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip as "contrary to 
the spirit and Intent of the peace 
i process." 

The criticism, from State Depart- 
ment spokesman Hod ding Carter, 
came less than two hours after the 
start in Washington of new U.S.- 
Israel-Egypt negotiations and seem- 
ed likely to heighten tensions In U.S. 
relations with Israel. 

Spokesman Carter, who had 
earlier refused to comment on the 
action taken by the Israel cabinet on 
Sunday, said the U.S. now had a 
much more comprehensive view of 
what had been done. 

While some*, questions remained- - 
about the .legal and PT%&tlq<q_$ffect 
of the cabinet decision permitting 
Israelis to buy land in the West Bank - 
and Gaza Strip, he said, it appeared 
to be contrary to the spirit and Intent 
of the peace process. 

"If the effect is to make the 
process more difficult, to Interfere 
with the spirit which has been 
brought to the peace process in any 


way. then we regret it." he said. 

“The Washington Post," in an 
editortal yesterday, charged that the' j 
land buying decision is "sand in the 
gears" of Middle East peace efforts. 

And at the UN. a spokesman for 
Secretary-General 'Waldheim said 
the cabinet decision “Is contrary to a 
number of UN resolutions relating to 
the acquisition of land in the oc- 
cupied territories and to the terms of 
the fourth Geneva Convention." 

In Vienna, Egyptian Vice- 
President Hosni Mubarak harshly 
rejected the draft legislation permit- 
ting the land purchases on the West 
Bank, calling it "totally unaccep- 
table" and "hindering the peace 
pro cess" . 

The Egyptian govemment*yiesWiP“ 
day issued another condemnation of . 
Israel's new policy allowing Jews to 
buy land in the territories. 

It came from Prime Minister 
Mustapha Khalil, who issued a state- 
ment "strongly condemning" the 
policy. "It Isa prelude to pressure on 
Arab citizens to force them to sell 
their lands," Khalil said. (Reuter, 
JTA. AP)

35,000 olim 
in Hebrew year

TEL AVIV. — Owners of heavy 
earth-moving equipment yesterday 
threatened an "active struggle" to 
prevent the government from impor- 
ting foreign equipment and labour to 
build the new airbases in the Negev. 

The chairman of the National 
Council for Heavy Mechanical 
Equipment. Avraham Mendler. 
warned that "we can paralyse the 
country by parking a few D-9 
bulldozers across key roads. No 
military low vehicles can move 
them. That's for sure." 

He disputed a Defence Ministry 
assertion that by 1980 there will be 
more earth-moving work in the 
Negev than Israeli contractors could 
possibly handle. 

He said the proposed slashing of 
the government’s development 
budget and drastic cut-backs In the 
planned IDF Negev buildup mean 
that 60 per cent of the contractors' 
equipment will remain idle this 
winter. On the other hand, foreign 
equipment and labour will work day 
and night, he added. 


In cables to the prime minister, 
the ministers of defence, finance and 
housing, and the chairmen of the 
Knesset Defence and Foreign Af- 
fairs, Finance, and Economics com- 
mittees. the council said: "Israeli 
equipment and workers can do a 
perfect Job — and cheaper." 

Mendler estimated Israeli con- 
tractors could build the two airbases 
for 5600m. instead of the 51.2b. they 
are now costing. 

The council complained that the 
Defence Ministry plans to keep the 
American earth-moving equipment 
here. It also complained the Jewish 
National Fund is spending 512m. in 
public money to buy more earth- 
moving equipment. The American 
contractors must be compelled to 
take their equipment with them 
when they leave, the council said. 

Earlier this week. Deputy Defence 
Minister Mordechal Zipori said that 
private contractors had reduced 
their prices after the IDF Engineers 
Corps began working, calling up 
reservists and using equipment from 
emergency stores. 

The council yesterday demanded 
that the army return the equipment.

PARIS ( JTA». — Military cen- 
sorship helped hush up & drug scan- 
dal in the Israel army, the French 
left-wing newspaper "Le Matin" 
said yesterday. 

The paper said the monthly 
magazine "Israel and Palestine" 
published here disclosed that two of- 
ficers of the army's Intelligence 
Branch had been involved in drug 
trafficking, but that the police had 
been instructed to stop In- 
vestigations. 

According to the magazine, the 
police anti-drug squad arrested two 
soldierB In Kiryat Ono after finding 
12 kgs- of hashish and traces of 
opium in their flat. The two soldiers 
reportedly revealed during question- 
ing that the man in charge of the 
trafficking was a captain in in- 
telligence. 

Police found no drugs in the cap- 
tain’s flat, but after intense question- 
ing. he admitted that he had organiz- 
ed the trafficking of drugs for 
-several months with the help of a 
major In the Intelligence Branch, the 
magazine said. 


Men of the anti-drug squad started 
to investigate the activities of the 
major, but suddenly they received 
orders "from above" to stop their in- 
quiries and to transmit all their fin- 
dings to the military police, the 
magazine claimed. 

"Le Matin" said the journalist who 

wrote the article in the magazine, 
Yigal Laviv, of "Haolam Hazeh," 
tried to publish It In two Israel 
newspapers but that the whole text 
had been censored. 

The Israel Army spokesman 
yesterday acknowledged that an 
army major and a private had 
recently stood trial for drug traf- 
ficking. He said the private had been 
sentenced to three and a half years 
in jail and to an additional three and 
a half years suspended sentence. 

The trial of the major hod not been 
completed, the spokesman said, due 
to his mental condition. The major 
was presently hospitalized under 
conditions of detention. 

He said that the trial had been held 
in cn mem and therefore news con- 
cerning it had been withheld.

(Contbnukl from page 1) 
camp, put the patient's life In jeopar- 
dy. One testimony included in the 
report tells of a prisoner made to 
hold a lamp for the surgeon while he 
was being operated on. Prisoners 
frequently die on the operating table. 

Most of the limited supply of drugs 
in prisons Is so old that its effec- 
tiveness has already passed and 
usually the drugs only worsen the 
patient’s condition. 

Even in camp hospitals the 
sanitary conditions are shocking and 
food rations far less than minimal. 
Hospital cubiolea are sealed to light 
and air. and In winter the walls are 
covered with ice. Kuznetzov added 
that transportation to hospitals is so 
difficult that It often results In break- 
ing a few of the patient's limbs In the 
process. 

Dr. Yehuda Mendelson from 
Kiryat Shmona. who knew the 
Leningrad trial prisoners in Russia.- 
gave them preliminary check-ups 
after their arrival in Israel last 
April. He said yesterday that all of 
them showed the effects of malnutri- 
tion. particularly extreme lack of 
proteins and vitamins. Their ordeal 
had especially affected thetr 
digestive systems and they all suf*. 
ferod from chronic gastroenteritis in 
varying degrees of severity. The 
state of their mouths and teeth was 
shocking, he said. Despite the fact 
that they were all young, their teeth 
were loose and decayed. Their gums 
were Inflamed and infected. Most of 
them were seriously anemic. 

The sub-human living conditions in 
Siberia resulted In chronic 
respirator}' trouble and frost-bitten 
handrf and feet. Many of the 
prisoners had impaired hearing. The 
latter can be a real danger to the life 
of the prisoner, as failure to adhere 
to a warden's order can result in 
harsh punlahmcnt. 

The effects of prison could still be 
seen in Sylva Zalmanson, despite the 
fact that she has been In Israel since 
1974. and in her brother Israel, who 


came here a year ago, Mendelson 
said. He added that the psy- 
chological problems created in the 
cam ps are no leas serious. 

Prisoners first experience 
euphoria on release, but this Is 
quickly replaced by phobias, in- 
security and Inability to function, 
even professionally in the person's 
vocation. 

Prof. Michael Blumenthal of the 
Tel-Hashomer eye department said 
that from available information 
there is "reason to believe that 
Prisoner of Zion Anatoly 
Shcharansky is losing his eyesight. 
He is given a daily diet of 400 grams 
of bread. His eyes are swollen, and 
he experiences severe headaches 
and chest pains, chilis, fever, 
profuse sweating and progressive 
loss of weight. Nevertheless, he 
receives no treatment and after he 
collapses, he is forced to stand by the 
prison guards. Doctors suspect 
either tuberculosis or an actual eye 
disease, and say he may not survive- 
If not treated adequately and im- 
mediately. Shcharansky’s wife, 
Avital. took part in the conference. 

Ida Nudcl’s brother-in-law said 
that she spent a month in a Siberian 
hospital recently for a kidney dis- 
order, and that she could not 
possibly survive another winter in 
the Arctic Circle. 

The sole Jewish Leningrad-trial 
defendent still in prison. Yosef 
Mendelevich, Is also suffering from 
failing eyesight. His malnutrition is 
especially severe because he 
observes Jewish dietary laws, even 
in prison, his sister Rlvka Drorl said. 
Former prisoner Lazar Lubarsky 
described the ordeal of Yosef Begun 
who is serving his second term in 
Siberia for teaching Hebrew. 

Ichitov Hospital director Dr. Arye 
Hard said that medical experts, and 
even Nobel prize winners from 
throughout the world, have promised 
to join in a campaign to force the 
Soviets to implement at least their 
own laws In regard to the medical 
care given to Prisoners of Zion.

The Rome conference, which was 
organized-by the "Italian Committee 
for Solidarity and Friendship with 
the Palestinian People." created last 
year by members of the Christian- 
Democratic, Communist -and 
Socialist parties, plans to discuss

The underlying cause seems to be 
recurrent demands by Ehrlich, the 
. party boss’ that the four ministers 
. fulfil the newly pledged unity and 
that they resign together If the 
government refuses to implement 
. the party's economic principles. 

Blnce it is practically a foregone 
conclusion that these principles will 
: not be implemented during the next 
few weeks — when the deadline set 
for the four ministers by their par- . 
ty's central committee is up — 
Ehrlich is in fact asking the 
ministers to step down with him. 
Such A walkout would not Involve a 
defection from, the Likud coalition, 
but just a departure from the 
government. - 

But Ehrlich's fellow ministers are 


loath to leave their seats, especially 
since they initially formed their so- 
called "trade union" to protect those 
seats. The one minister most out- 
spoken in his refusal to vacate his 
post along with. Ehrlich is the finance 
minister’s arch-rival, Moda'l. 

Moda'i has reportedly met with 
party confidants and told them of the 
joint-resignation scheme that 
Ehrlich is preparing. He asked his 
supporters to combat Ehrlich’s 
aims, stressing that the finance 
minister Is seeking ah elegant way 
out of the Treasury. A joint walkout 
by the Liberals would not single out 
Ehrlich as a failure or a quitter and 
would provide him with a pretext of 
principle to resign as sort of a 
national hero, Moda'i explained to 
his backers. 

Yet Moda'i will have an awkward 
time fighting Ehrlich's demand In 
.thecentral committee, because most 
of Ehrlich’s enemies, led by his 
former deputy Yehezkel Flomin. 
have been demanding that all four 
ministers leave the cabinet. It la 
thought unfikety that they would 
fight against Ehrlich’s desire to give 
in to their wishes. 

Party pundits are afraid to com- 
mit themselves about how a joint 
resignation plan would be received 
at the central committee. Observers 
were looking -to this afternoon’s .

The meeting was certain to have 
•parked fireworks, and the ministers, 
backed out of it by claiming the im- 
perative of attending today's special 
Knesset session. 

A possible compromise on 
- Ehrlich's part might be a private un 
derst&nding with Prime Minister 
Begin whereby the Liberals would 
only leave the government for a 
short period- and would then return 
with a somewhat different team. 
This would allow Ehrlich to back out 
gracefully and would enable Moda'l 
to return to the cabinet, possibly to 
the Treasury, which he is said to 
covet. 

Meanwhile, the four ministers are 
again to try their luck with Begin. 
They will see him again this morning 
to press their economic demands. At 
the most recent such meeting, on the 
eve of the Haifa summit. Begin 
granted them a mere 20 minutes In 
which he let. each have a few words 
without committing himself.

Hapoel takes over 


Public favours earless day march

TEL AVIV. — The majority of the 
public favours earless days, and 
legislation to reduce lighting of shop 
windows, as energy conservation 
measures, according to a public opi- 
nion poll conducted for The 
Jerusalem Post by the Modl’ln 
Ezrachl applied research centre. 

But only a minority said they sup- 
port reduced street lighting In order 
to save energy. 

A sample of 1,268 adults was asked 
three, questions about possible 
energy conservation programmes. 
Replies to the first question — "Will 
a earless day save fuel?" — were: 
Yes — 58 per cent; yes, but there are 
other energy-saving methods — 9.8 
per cent; hardly at all — 85.4 per 
cent; undecided — 1.8 per cent. ' 


The second question was: "Are

you for, or against, reducing street 
lighting as a fuel-saving device. The 
replies were: Against — 56.4 per 
cent; for — * 0.2 per cent; undecided 
—3.4 per cent. 

In reply to the third question — 
"Are you for, or against, legislation 
reducing or even forbidding shop 
window lighting as an energy conser- 
ving method?” — the replies were: 
Fpr prohibition — 29.8 per cent; 


for reduced lighting — 57.7 per cent ; 
■ against both — 20.8 per cent; un- 
decided — 2.2 per cent. 

An analysis of the responses, by 
centre directors Mina Zemach and 
Amiran Yax'konl, showed the 
strongest support for a earless day 
was by Israelis from oriental coun- 
tries, those at the bottom of the 
educational and income scales, and 
those defining themselves as 
religious and voting for the three 
religious parties. 

Residents of Beersheba and the 
South strongly favoured a earless 
day, with 68.7 per cent calling for 
such a move. In contrast, only 45.7 
per cent of the Jerusalem residents 
polled called for such a ban. 
Residents of Tel Aviv and Haifa fell 
between the two extremes. 

Jerusalem residents, on the other 
hand, gave the strongest support for 
reduced street lighting, with 44 per 
cent favouring such a programme 
compared to only 39.5 per cent in Tel 
Aviv, 42.2 per cent In Haifa, and 31.3 
per cent in Beersheba 

Only 6.9 per cent of the 
Jerusalemites favoured reduced 
shop window fighting, In sharp con- 
trast to .31.8 per cent of the 
Beersheba residents, 20.8 per cent of 
those, polled in Haifa, and 20.3 per 
cent in Tel Aviv. 


Some 20,000 hikers are expected to 
take part in next month's Hapoel- 
sponsored Jerusalem march, a 
spokesman for the athletic organisa- 
tion said yesterday.

Rabbi Yosef urges shmitta land sale drivers for holidays 


Jews must symbolically sell their 
flowerpots, gardens and farmland to 
Moslem Israelis before the shmitta 
(sabbatical) year that begins on 
Rosh Haahana this week, according 
to Sephardi Chief Rabbi Ovadla 
Yosef. 

In a lecture at Jerusalem's Boys 
Town About the problems of the* sab- 
batical-year, the chief rabbi also said 
tbAt both religious and non- 
observant residents of cooperative 
apartment houses must sign a docu- 
ment "selling" the garden to a non- 
Jew, so that they will be able to care 
for the plants during the sabbatical 


year. 

A Moslem Is favoured by Halacha 
as a purchaser', he said, because be 
believes In one God, and the land of 
Eretz Y Israel, may not be sold to 
those who are not monotheists. 

Rabbi Yosef will symbolically sell 
the state's land to a non-Jew today in 
Hechal Shiomo, according to the 
Sephardi chief rabbi's office. 

But his Ashkenazi . counterpart. 
Rabbi Shiomo Goren, will also sell 
lands, having sent his version of the 
sabbatical document — which Yosef 
opposes — to all the country's kib- 
butzim and moshavim.

previous holiday weeks. 

Synagogues also seemed to have 
less demand for seats. Prices for 
seats range . from IL1. 500 for a few 
synagogues in certain areas of Tel 
Aviv to a:- few pounds for small 
prayer bouses in Jerusalem. About 
1,000 temporary places of worship 
are being set up for the holidays to 
augment the 7,600 Orthodox syn- 
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agogues throughout the country. 

In most major centres, the Conser- 
vative and Progressive movements 
will also hold services. All three 
movements will be organizing 
prayers iii non-religious kibbutzim. 

In the Reform Movement, the 
price for a pair of seats is about 
IL900, with the exception of Hebrew 
Union College where there is no 
charge and worshippers are seated 
first-come first-served. 

In Conservative synagogues, the 
fees range from nothing for con- 
gregations In temporary quarters to 
a high of IL1.SD0 per couple in 
Ashkelon. 

There are still accommodations in 
many resort areas, including 
Jerusalem, for Rosh Hashana, 
although kibbutz guest-houses are 
filled. One travel agency reports that 
a few places arc available In 
Tiberias. Safad. Eilat and Arad, with 
plenty of vacancies in Tel Aviv. But 
Nctanya, Nahariya and Hcrzliya arc 
booked up. Most places are also 
booked up for Sukkot, 


Dinitz tells why Camp David 
accords mum on Jerusalem 


ICCY awards prizes 
for culture, education

A year and a day after the signing 
of the Camp David * framework 
agreements, the man who was 
Israel’s ambassador in Washington 
at the time revealed the background 
to the absence of reference to 
Jerusalem in the documents. 

Slmcha Dinitz told a Jerusalem 
Chamber of Commerce luncheon 
yesterday that the first draft of the 
agreements presented by the U.S. 
referred to Jerusalem as continuing 
to be an undivided city, open to peo- 
ple of every religious belief. The 
clause was acceptable to the Israeli 
delegation, but not to the Egyptians. 

The Egyptians came up with an 
alternative version, which also saw 
the city as undivided, but added that 
a portion of It would be "returned to 
Arab sovereignty." 

Not surprisingly, according to 
Dinitz, the Israelis refused to accept 
this, and the U.S. then put forward a 
suggestion that the document make 
no reference to the city. 

But, on the last morning of the 
talks, a few hours before the signing, 
in a meeting between U.S. and 
Israeli representatives, America's 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance told 
the Israelis that President Jimmy 


Carter would write a letter to Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat of Egypt on the 
subject, Dinitz said. 

What astonished the Israelis and 
led to a frenzied last-minute lob- 
bying operation was the proposed 
content of the letter: a statement by 
Carter to the Egyptian leader that 
U.S. policy on Israel's capital would 
not depart from its "traditional’ 
view of the city as forming part of 
the West Bank — and thus being 
"captured territory." 

In the course of the furious activity 
following this revelation. Dinitz 
reported that Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan asked a senior U.S. of- 
ficial. "If Jerusalem isn't Israel's 
capital, what is?” 

The official replied, "I don't 
know." 

Dinitz said that despite the even- 
tual absence of reference to 
Jerusalem in the Camp David 
documents, the Egyptian position 
remains that while the city should 
remain united, a "portion" of It must 
be "returned to Arab sovereignty." 

Shiomo Nakdlmon, the prime 
minister’s spokesman, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that 
Dinitz' revelations were “news" to 
the Prime Minister's Office.

Taraki’s fate a mystery 


ISLAMABAD. — Conflicting 
rumours swept Kabul yesterday 
over the fate of Afghanistan’s 
former president Noor Mohammad 
TarakI, some saying he was dead of 
gunshot wounds and others listing 
him as still alive but seriously 
wounded. 

Since Tarski's announced resigna- 
tion on Sunday, diplomats In the 
Afghan capital have expressed scep- 
ticism over the official version that 
he stepped down because of ill 
health. 

In the latest reports reaching 
Pakistan, the diplomats said they 
were unable to confirm widespread 
rumours that TarakI had died in a 
military hospital after a gun battle 
at his presidential palace last Fri- 
day. 

One diplomatic report portrayed 
him as clinging on to life but suffer- 
ing from brain damage. 

The Kabul diplomats said many 
senior government officials were in 
the presidential palace when 
Friday's shooting erupted in the 
wake of a cabinet purge and power 
struggle within the ruling Khaiq par- 
ty- 

Prime Minister Hanlzullah Amin 
took over power over the weekend 
and announced In his first public 
statement as Afghanistan's new 
leader that no Individual would rule 
the country from now on. 

One of Amin's first acts was to 
meet the Soviet ambassador, Kabul 
Radio reported. There had been 
speculation among diplomats that 
the Kremlin was caught unaware by 
the prime minister's takeover, 
although his hardline policies are 


thought to be more pro-Soviet than 
his predecessor's. 

The Soviet Union is the Kabul 
government's main ally and 
provides It with vast amounts of 
military equipment to fight the tribal 
Insurgency which has engulfed the 
country. 

From their base In Peshawar, 
northern Pakistan, the Afghan In- 
surgents reported new successes in 
Parwan province north of Kabul and 
in Paktiar province where heavy 
fighting has been taking place. 

The increasing success of the in- 
surgency and its worsening effect on 
army morale was believed to be a 
cause of differences In the govern- 
ment which led to the cabinet purge 
and the subsequent fighting in 
Taraki’s residence. 

Amin, 53, has threatened to Invoke 
a 1978 friendship treaty with the 
Soviet Union and invite Russian 
troops into the nation to deal with ex- 
ternal threats. There already are an 
estimated 5,000 Russian “advisers’ 
In Afghanistan and Soviet pilots have 
reportedly flown combat missions 
against the rebels. 

Meanwhile, Amnesty Inter- 
national yesterday claimed 
Afghanistan has summarily jailed 
thousands of political dissidents in 
“gross violations of human rights’ 
that Included torture and illegal ex- 
ecutions. __ 

The London-based human rights 
group, reporting on a five-day visit 
to Afghanistan in October 1978. 
predicted many would spend years 
in jail without trial. (Reuter, AP. 
UP!)

Nixon returns to China’s Great Hall 


Mugabe tables plan for takeover 


LONDON (UPI). — The Patriotic 
Front guerrillas yesterday handed 
the Zimbabwe Rhodesia conference 
a plan designed to give them effec- 
tive control over the new nation dur- 
ing a transitional period before full 
Independence. 

They did so In a document 
presented to the conference by 
Patriotic Front leader Robert 
'Mugabe during an unexpected half- 
hour plenary session yesterday 
afternoon. 


Conference spokesman Nicholas 
Fenn said Its key provision was the 
setting up of a governing council 
with full executive powers during the 
transitional period, consisting of 
four members appointed by the 
Patriotic Front and four named by 
Britain and the present Salisbury 
regime. 

Fenn said the proposals will not be 
discussed by the conference until it 
has completed work on a new in- 
dependence constitution. 


PEKING (AP). — Former U.S. 
president Richard Nixon returned to 
the Great Hall of the People last 
night and said in a banquet toast that 
China and the U.S. must resist other 
nations’ expansionism. 

"Only by working together," said 
Nixon, could the U.S. and China 
develop the united strength to "deter 
and resist those who threatened not 
only us but our friends and allies as 
well." The welcoming banquet was 
given Nixon by senior Vice-Premier 
Deng Xiao-ping (Teng Hslao-plng). 

Nixon met Deng for two hours 


earlier yesterday in "a good talk" 
about Slno-Amerlcan relations and 
foreign affairs. He declined further 
comment on what he called "a 
private discussion." 

The official Chinese news agency 
reported. "They agreed that since 
the beginning of this year, the world 
situation had become more tense.” 

Emphasizing the perils of expan- 
sionism — a phrase used by China to 
indicate the Soviet Union, Nixon 
stressed that cooperation could 
avert the "aggression which could 
lead to a world conflict."

Mubarak to see Kreisky 

VIENNA (AP). — Egyptian Vice- 
President Hosnl Mubarak arrived in 
Vienna yesterday for a two-day of- 
ficial visit, planning to deliver a per- 
sonal message from Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat to Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky. 

Mubarak arrived from 
Washington, where U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter, Foreign Minister 
Mo she Dayan and he marked the 
first anniversary of the Camp David 
accords.

FaJsal arrived in Baghdad yesterday 
with a message from King Khaled to 
President Saddam Hussein. 


Cabans release four 
U.S. men held as spies 

MIAMI (AP). — Four Americans 
imprisoned In Cuba on espionage 
and political charges since the mid- 
1960s stepped off a plane to freedom 
on Monday night at Miami Inter- 
national Airport. 

The four were released 10 days 
after the U.S. freed four Puerto 
Rican nationalists jailed for more 
than 25 years for terrorist activities 
in the U.S. 

In announcing the release of the 
four, the State Department denied 
there was a "package deal" In- 
volving the release of the Puerto 
Ricans. Cuban officials earlier also 
denied any quid pro quo. 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). — Justice 
Minister Alwyn Schlebush has lifted 
a five-year banning order on a white 
South African couple who had been 
fighting for the recognition of black 
trade unions, it was reported yester- 
day. 

Eric and Jean Tyacke. both In 
their 60s. were banned under the 
Internal Security Act on November 
16. 1976 in a move to restrict their ac- 
tivities by preventing them from ad- 
dressing groups of people and atten- 
ding meetings. 

They were banned along with 


about 20 other trade unionists 
without explanation. 

The banning order against the 
Tyackes was lifted on September 10, 
but no official explanation was given 
for the action. 

White-minority ruled South Africa 
has 27 unregistered black unions 
which traditionally have not the 
right to strike or negotiate with 
management. 

Under the new Industrial Concilia- 
tion Act, which comes Into effect on 
October 1, the black unions would 
have to register and thereby be 
brought under institutional control.

Air Canada halts 
all DC-9s after 
plane loses tail 

MONTREAL (AP). — Air Cankda 
announced yesterday an immediate 
examination of all 43 of its DC-9 air- 
craft after the tail fell off one plane 
in flight and cracks were discovered 
in the tall of another plane on the 
ground. 

A three-metre tall section fell off a 
plane flying over the North Atlantic 
from Boston to Nova Scotia on Mon- 
day. 

As 38 horrified passengers looked 
through the gaping hole, the jet, with 
a crew of four, returned safely to 
Boston. 

"All of a sudden It felt like the win- 
dows had blown in." 'said passenger 
Ellen John, 25. "People started 
screaming. Food was flying 
around." 

Food and trays tumbled down the 
aisle and a fully loaded liquor cart 
swept out the rear. 

One stewardess and three 
passengers suffered slight -Injuries. 

The larger DC-10 aircraft were 
grounded virtually world- wide for In- 
spection this summer following the 
crash of a DC-10 in Chicago due to a 
structural fault. 1 

In a separate incident, chunks of a 
wing flap from an American Airlines 
Boeing 707 cargo plane fell into 
residential areas in Chicago’s 
northwest suburb of Palatine, police- 
said. There were no injuries and the 
fclene landed safely at O'Hare Inter- 
national Airport. One 160-kflagram 
piece measured 1.2 by 2.4 metres. 


PLO negotiator in Ankara 
sent terrorists on mission 


ANKARA. — One of the four 1 
Palestinians who besieged the Egyp- 
tian Embassy here last July has 
claimed In his trial that he was sent 
on hla mission by the Palestine 
.Liberation Organisation official who ' 
later negotiated an. end to the 
building takeover. 

The PLO official, Ebu Selim, came 
to Turkey at the height of the 
takeover, Invited by Ankara to help 
end the siege. But he will be arrested 
and tried by a military court if he 
returns to Turkey, martial law 


authorities said/yesterday. 

Meanwhile, the military 
prosecutor In the trial has asked for 
the death penalty for three of the 
terrorists, and a long jail term for 
the fourth. - „ 

The four have said they belong to 
the ‘'Eagles of the Palestine 
- Revolution," a militant branch of the 
Syrian backed Salka wing of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 

Two policemen and an embauy of- 
ficial were killed in the siege. 


Bolshoi couple opts for U.S. 


LOS ANGELES (Reuter). — Two 
more principal dancers with the 
Soviet Bolshoi Ballet, Leonid Kozlov 
and his wife Valentina, have 
defected and been promised asylum 
in the U.S., officials said here yester- 
day. 

The couple walked Into a Los 
Angeles immigration office on Mon- 
day, shortly before the remainder of 
the dance group left for Moscow by 
air, and asked to be allowed to re- 
main. ‘ 

The Kozlovs were later told that 
asylum would be granted and they 
are being kept under U.S. protection, 
the officials said. 

The defections came Just 39 days • 
after another principal dancer with 


-the Bolshoi, Alexander. Godunov, - 
was granted asylum in New York'. 

A Bolshoi official contacted by 
telephone later said the Kbzlovs 
were “nothing like our best 
dancers." 

He added: "We have plenty more 
like them,” but declined to discuss 
the ease further. The company was 
still waiting for details of the 
reported defection, he said, . . 

In another defection, East German 
swimming champion Renate Vogel- ’ 
Heinrich disclosed she has fled to the 
West, and said she hopes to get her 
husband out of East Germany as 
soon as possible. The 24-year-old 
athlete fled by undisclosed means 
last week, but surfaced only yester- 
day In Stuttgart, West Germany. 


Salvadoran rebels 
slay policeman 

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador 
(UPI). — Salvadoran authorities 
said -yesterday that two women 
guerrillas shot and killed a 
policeman on the streets of Santa 
Ana and were themselves killed by 
other policemen. 

The killings on Monday brought 
the death toll of political violence in 
this Central American nation of 4.5 
million to 15 in less than two weeks. 

Authorities said two women, 
dressed in jeans and carrying .45 
calibre automatic weapons, shot the 
officer, in Santa Ana. 65 km. west of 
the capital. 

Three bystanders, including a 
pregnant woman, were wounded 
during the brief shootout, authorities 
said. 


Oil in China more than expected 


PEKING.' — China yesterday an- 
nounced that its largest oilfield. has 
25 per cent more oil than previously 
estimated. U.S. and European oil 
giants are vying for rights to drill off 
the Chinese shore. *•- 
Peking’s announcement about the 
Daqing oilfield in northeastern 
China gave no figures for capacity, 
but said that during the past three 
years output has increased by. an an- 
nual one million tons. 

China, meanwhile, gave four 
western oil companies permission to 
survey some 100,000 square 
kilometres off its coast, in what U.S. 
experts have' called the largest 


operation of its kind. The companies • 
are investing their own money in the 
seismic research,, and still don't ' 
know how the Chinese' will divide the 
territory for drilling, rights — or • 
whether they will get their money : 
back. 

"It's a big gamble and an expen- 
sive ballgame, but China Is just : 
about the last of the hew frontiers for 
oil," said one expert, adding, that 
"you can lose the North Sea in that * . 
area easily."

MOST PEOPLE recognize, at least 
from TV or newspaper photos, the 
Cartel- wall plaques, the Rubin win- 
dows, the Tamh* tapestries and the 
Beiem ceiling In Belt Hanassi. 

» But lew. until this week, knew 
much about Che trees, bushes and 
flower beds on the .grounds of the 
presidential residence.. About 60 
members of the Jerusalem Hor- 
ticultural-Society got a rare, down- 
to-earth- look at the flora In the Beit 
Hanaskl. garden on Monday after- 
noon. 

The grounds, a mixture of rock 
gardens, verdant lawns, olive and 
other evergreen trees and lovely 
flower beds, are cared for by a staff 
of three elderly workers, headed by 
gardener YeMel Fuchs. 

"It's a -well-tended garden,” said 
Walter Frank!, who founded the 
society nearly two years ago along 
with Mina Givton, Yosef Linder and 


“DO YOU know anything about 
lumps in the 'stomach?'* the middle- 
aged klbbutznlk sitting across the 
dining table asked me in a quiet, yet 
pressing; tone. The kseidlach in the 
soup in front of me seemed to bob up 
and down aa if they too had heard the 
question. 

Let me explain. Sometimes before 
an afternoon clinic at the kibbutz I 
look after. I'm -Invited to have lunch 
there, which allows me to discuss 
any problems with Tsflla the nurse 
before work begins. Accepting such 
an invitation does, of ctourae, expose 
me to the -possibility of being ac- 
costed for a consultation. This par- 
ticular time I parried my in- 
terrogator by suggesting that he 
come to the clinic in the afternoon 
tor the answer to his question. 

Such out-of-hours encounters are, 
not surprisingly, an occupational 
hazard to which doctors are not the 
only professionals exposed. The 
most unlikely circumstances in 
which I have been tapped for 
medical advice could fill several 
amusing articles. Fortunately, most 
people are able to restrict their in- 
quiries to the proper setting. If they 
can't, then I try politely to encourage 
them to do so. 

When Menahem Gai, my lunch- 
time patient, did appear at the kib- 
butz clinic, he was rather red-faced. 
No doubt the more sober atmosphere 
made him feel a little embarrassed 
about our earlier meeting, so I didn't 
bring it up again, but asked him to 
tell me about his particular problem. 
“I've had this sort of lump in my

you need to stop the pests is to 
stock the pond with goldfish and gup-- 
pies; they'll see to It that there are 
no pests." he suggested. "Water 
Hlies floating on the surface would be 
beautiful.” 

The dry pond, today. Is edged by 
bulrushes — the same kind of tall 


grass used to make the basket that 
held Moses as he floated In the Nile. 
Nearby, and dotting the lawn in 
several places, is pampas grass 
(common in South Africa and many 
other countries), which is easily 
identifiable by the beige-coloured 
plumes growing out of sprays of 
green. 

Ylrmiyahu Epstein and Levy 
Hershkowitz, two landscape 
designers, led the society members 
- in Hebrew and English, as they 
flitted from bush to flower bed like 
bees. They pointed out lush 
rosemary bushes on both sides of the 
path leading to the front door; 
drought-resistant rose bushes that 
bloom eight or nine months a year; 
old olive trees and a II an thus (“tree 


of heaven”), which sends out such 
* strong roots that they can undermine 
the foundations of a house. 

THE GUIDES also identified Cedars 
of Lebanon. Jerusalem pine, sweet 
peas, petunia and two kinds of 
cypress. The lawn is composed of 
Kikuyu grass, a hardy breed whose 
name apparently comes from the 
African tribe of Jomo Kenyatta. 

Epstein counselled the amateur 
gardeners in bis audience that 
ground cover is preferable to grass 
when water is scarce. He also urged 
them to keep the use of chemicals 
and sprays to a minimum. 

A member of the society made her 
own suggestion: if you plant 
marigolds and chives among rose 


bushes and other plants, you'll keep 
pests and plant diseases down. 

The horticultural society, whose 
members include Jews, Arab, 
Armenians and UN officials (and 
whose lectures are thus delivered in 
English) , meets once a month. The 
members tour various gardens In 
Jerusalem, hear talks and trade 
seeds and cuttings. 

Receiving an Invitation from Oflra 
Navon. the President’s wife, to tour 
the Belt Hanassi grounds, the 
members brought their own plants 
— so rare here that they can't be 
purchased in Jerusalem nurseries — 
an gifts to the Navons for Rosh 
Hashana. 

Soon,, the Belt Hanassi grounds 
will be enriched by gooseberries, 
white hibiscus, pistachio, white 
violets. English primroses, alpine 
strawberries and night- blooming 
ipomaea. 



Like it or lump it

abdomen for many years," he con- 
fessed. “It's stayed the same size all 
that time — it’s quite easy to feel — 
and it's never been painful,' so I've 
really got quite used to it and haven't 
been worried about it at all. 
However, on one of these late-night 
radio programmes on medical 
matters, one of the speakers recent- 
ly said that all lumps in the body 
should heT checked out by a doctor. So 
here I am.” 

Such radio programmes (and 
newspaper articles, too) are often 
the source, of a patient's sudden deci- 
sion to consult me about some 
problem- or symptom he may have 
tolerated tor some time. By and 
large, such programmes provide 
sensible information and advice to 
their audience, as I hope this column 
does. 

I asked Menahem to lie down and 
show me Just where his lump was. 
8ure enough in his abdominal wall to 
the right of his umbilicus was a 
smooth rounded swelling about the 
size of a small egg. It moved quite 
freely under my touch and wasn't 
tender when I squeezed it gently. I 
examined the rest of the abdomen 


but didn't find anything unusual. 
Menahem naturally was anxious to 
know my diagnosis. 

"From the amount of time you've 
had this thing and from the other 
details you've mentioned, as well as 
from niy examination', I believe this 
is most likely to be nothing more 
than a benign tumour of fatty tissue, 
or what we call medically a lipoma. 

“These are quite common; indeed 
some people may have several. They 
can arise In the body wherever there 
is fatty tissue and may vary quite a 
bit in size: Yours, however, is quite 
typical, both in location and size. 
Since for all Intents and purposes, 
such a lump always remains benign, 
it would be perfectly safe to leave it 
there for many more years. If you 
did want to part company with.it, I 
could arrange for you to have it 
removed easily in a small surgical 
operation under a local 
anaesthetic.” 

LUMPS and swellings in varied 
shape, form and size and in every 
possible anatomic location are a 
common reason tor patients’ con- 
sulting me. The lump may Just have 


been noticed or may have been pre- 
sent for some time. In tbe' latter 
case, some change in its nature or 
appearance (such as the develop- 
ment of tenderness), a chance men- 
tion of it to a relative or friend or 
something in the media may prompt 
the visit. 

I agree with the radio programme 
Menahem heard and think It is a 
good idea to have all such swellings 
checked out by your doctor. The fac- 
tors that will influence his decision 
as to whether It can be safely left 
alone or whether further investiga- 
tion is required Include the history of 
tiie lump and its development as you 
recall it, the location, size, other 
physical characteristics of thfe swell- 
ing and his examination. Where 
there is any doubt about Its exact 
nature, further investigation, in- 
cluding removal or partial removal 
for examination under a microscope 
is usually indicated. Sometimes the 
doctor will ask you to return after a 
short period and, on the basis of the 
second examination, decide whether 
any further steps are necessary. 

Generally speaking, the common 
swellings and protuberances that 


come -my way are usually lymph 
glands temporarily enlarged as a 
result of some localized or general 
infection; little cysts arising from 
blockages in certain skin glands; 
hernias (ruptures), mostly in the 
region of the groin (discussed in a re- 
cent article in some detail) ; and the 
lipoma type of lump described here. 
These are all simple matters 
although in the case of a hernia, for 
example, surgical treatment will 
often be advised. 

Even lumps in the breast, a sub- 
ject most women are highly con- 
scious of. usually turn out in the end 
to have a simple explanation 
although most of them do need 
further investigation. Only about two 
or three lumps I see each year prove 
to have sinister or potentially 
sinister Implications. Of course, ear- 
ly investigation and treatment 
lessen the likelihood of any com- 
plications developing. 

After giving the matter some 
thought, Menahem decided that he 
would part ways with his abdominal 
lump, and this was accomplished 
shortly afterwards. Routine 
laboratory examination of the excis- 
ed specimen subsequently con- 
firmed that it was indeed a harmless 
fatty tumour. 

Recently I again had lunch at the 
kibbutz, and as I started my meal 
who should sidle up to the table but 
Menahem? He bent down towards 
me and I wondered if I was about to 
be tapped about another problem. 

"Be teavon (good appetite)," he 
said.

Hanan Sher is like this, and 
he maintains that there always is a 
reason behind his daring. Here are 
two deals he played in a recent 
Jerusalem duplicate.

West had a sure game. In the 
knowledge, that spades would break 
badly, and hoping to be set in a 
minor suit for only two or three 
tricks not vulnerable, South bid four 
no trump, which his partner took to 
five clubs. East doubled. Tbe 
defence got the maximum number of 
tricks — five (two hearts, two 
diamonds and a diamond ruff) and 
collected 500 points — which wasn't 
nearly sufficient compensation for 

the 620^point game, or the 1430-point 
slam that East-West missed. 

Our second hand involved a ques- 
tion of bidding a slam or playing 
safe. And if a slam could be an- 
ticipated, Sher was sure to be there.

With little defence and the op- 
ponents vulnerable, Sher chose to 
pre-empt, opening the bidding with 
three elute. After West and North 
had. passed, and East made a take- 
out double. To confuse the “enemy" 
and to find a diamond fit. South bid 
three diamonds. 

Now West bid four spades. Ho 
must have known, or at least sensed, 
that South had very little in his hand. 
North passed, and East not being loo 
sure Of where his side was going, 
reluctantly passed after a long 
hesitation. Sher presumed that East- 


North opened one spade, and East 
bid three hearts, to indicate his 
powerful hand. North bid three 
spades and South, itching to hear 
that North controlled diamonds, bid 
four clubs. West replied with a dis- 
couraging four spades. 

The combined hands, as South saw 
them, counted up to at least six 
spade tricks, including the ruff of a 
club, and seven hearts, provided that 
East-West did not take two diamond 
tricks. North had denied clubs and 
hearts, so surely he must have a 
stopper in diamonds. So Sher bid six 
spades, with a prayer. And the slam 
was cold. When Sher Is your partner. 
,v»u can expect to fly high.

TEL AVIV. — In announcing' semi- 
annual results Bank Leumi le-Israel 
Ltd. has reaffirmed its top position 
in the Israeli banking system. The 
report issued yesterday, showed that 
the consolidated assets of the Bank 
Leumi group amounted to IL345b. 
($13. 7b.) at the end of June 197B. 

When comparing with the results 
reported in June 1978. the assets 
showed an Increase of S3 per cent 
and by 39 per cent in relation to the 
balance sheet at the end of zfl7S. 

Net consolidated profit for the first 
half of 1979 reached the level of 
ILSZlzn. compared with IL347m. for 
the first half of 1978. reflecting a 
growth of 79 per cent in net profit 
relative to the corresponding period 
last year. 

Net profit for the first half of the 
year constitutes 86 per cent of the 
total 1978 profit which amounted to 
IL71Sm. Net operating profit per 
share, fully diluted, stood at 24 
agorot for the first half of 1979 as 
compared to 28 agorot for the entire 

preceeding year (1978). 

Deposits in the first half of 79 
ahowed an increase of 39.6 per cent 
during the aame period. The 
negotiable certificate of deposit 
(CDs), a financial instrument 
designed to serve the short-term 
needs of the client, continued to 
develop in a significant manner. 
Satisfactory growth of foreign 
currency accounts, both of local and 
foreign residents, was also 
registered. 


The bank now manages 12 mutual 
funds with combined assets totalling 
some UA.lt). The total assets value 
of the five Provident Funds manag- 
ed by the bank reached IL17b. at the 
end of June 1979 with a combined 
membership having grown to 340,- 
000. 

In view of the results, the bank will 
pay its shareholders a 7.5 per cent 
gross cash dividend, on account of 
activities in 1979. The earnings 
results on a per share basis reflected 
a true gain when comparing them 
with the rise in the coat-of-llvlng in- 
dex which advanced by some 38 per 
cent In the first six months of the 
year. 

In an Interview with The 
Jerusalem Post. Ernest Japhet, 
chairman of the board of Bank 
Leumi, explained that the semi* 
annual results are the outcome of the 
bank's policy regarding the Interest 
rate structure charged on loans. 

“In spite of the rise In Interest 
rates charged, the Interest rate is 
still below the rate of inflation," 
stated Japhet. 

Strenuous efforts were made, as 
well, to avoid the payment of fines 
for liquidity deficits with the Bank of 
Israel. The chief executive officer of 
Leumi also pointed out that he had 
curtailed new investments and had 
only carried out those which could 
have a marked effect on future 
results. He was referring to the ac- 
quisition of 23 Bank Aliya-Leumi 
branches which opened on July 2, 
1979. 

Also two new foreign branches of 


the bank were opened, one in 
Philadelphia and the other in the 
Ilford suburb of London. 

As part of the group's expansion In 
the U.S., Bank Leumi Trust Com- 
pany of New Tork. the largest sub- 
sidiary of the bank, will Increase its 
equity capital Dy $i0m. during the 
current year. The main purpose of 
this capital Increase 13 to finance the 
development of the existing 
branches In New Tork. 

The bank's business will gain add- 
ed momentum with the acquisition of 
11 branches of Bankers Trust Com- 
pany. This acquisition Is subject to 
the approval of the U.S. regulatory 
authorities. 

Bank Leumi (U.K.) Ltd. will also 
Increase its capital during 1976 by 
£2m. 

In addition, the group ia concen- 
trating on developing its activities in 
Latin America. This year represen- 
tative offices will be opened in Mex- 
ico and Panama and a new sub- 
sidiary (Casa Bancaria) will be in- 
augurated' in Uruguay. The formal 
procedures for obtaining the 
necessary permits are currently in 
their final stages. 

Subsequent to the transfer of the 
former Bankers Trust branches, the 
number of branches and offices will 
reach 406, among which 64 operate 
abroad.

For the first time since the 
reunification of Jerusalem In 1967, 
the Israeli “Build your own home" 
scheme la this week to be launched in 
East Jerusalem when Prazot (the 
municipal government housing 
organization) opens registration for 
the purchase of building plots at the 
new housing project for Arabs near 
El Eizariya. 

The 65 plots available mark the se- 
cond phase of the 700-dunam project. 

The first phase, recently com- 
pleted, was the sale of 66 four-room 
houses, which were constructed for 
the Housing Ministry by the Boneh 
Ha'aretz contracting firm and sold 
at about 2X460,000 each. 

The plots now sold for Individual 
construction (each covering 820-470 
square metres) stand on land 
already developed. The site includes 
stone walls which protect the slopes 
against soil erosion. Internal roads, 
side-walks, drainage and water 
pipes (supplied by the Jerusalem 
municipality), and the installation of 
an electricity grid from the East 
Jerusalem Electric Corporation. 

The project area, 40 per cent of 
which is reserved for public

buildings, services and green belts, 
lies off the old road to Jericho near 
the Old Age Homes of the Orthodox 
Charity Society and dominates a 
breathtaking view of the Dead Sea 
and the Mountains of Moab. 

In the third and final stages, more 
plots will become available (some 
suitable even for 2-4-storey houses, 
depending on the nature of the 
terrain) until developement will 
have been completed for the entire 
1,500 units envisaged for the project. 

The Ministry of Housing will en- 
courage Arab cooperative housing 
societies and other "organized" 
bodies to apply for the purchase of 
several plots together. According to 
an official spokesman, the ministry 
will give priority to Such groups in

housing." 

All concerned with the project are 
aware that even the completion of 
the development — still to take a 
considerable time — will not solve 
.the problem of the growing need for 
new. housing by the capital's Arab 
population. The high rate of natural 
Increase among this section of the 
Jerusalem population, along with 
the desire to leave overcrowded 
quarters inside the Old City for 
better accommodation In new 
quarters outside the. walls, mean 
that thme will be' an increasing de- 
mand for more new housing units in 
the near future.

Chrysler expects $1.5b. loss 


DETROIT (UPI). — Chrysler Corp. 
has finally placed a figure on Its 
previously vague loss estimates, 
saying its expects $1.5b. in red ink 
this year and in 1980. 

The loss. this year will be $l.073b. 
— the worst In U.S. corporate history 
and far greater - than the moat • 
pessimistic forecasts by Industry 
analysts — Chrysler said in its 100- . 
page recovery plan submitted dur- 
ing the weekend to U.S. Treasury 
Secretary G. William Miller. 

The worst previous performance 
by a U.S. Industrial firm Is believed 
to be the $911m. loss posted by 
Bethlehem Steel in 1977. r ’■ 

Chrysler said it would lose |482m. 
in 1980, but expects to return to 
profitability if the government 
provides $500m. in loan guarantees 
and pledges another $700m, In 
guarantees as a contingency. “The 
future profitability of Chrysler will 
be sufficient to repay the requested 


loan guarantees, by 1985," Chrysler 
chairman John Rlccardo said. 

In Its presentation, Chrysler laid 
out a plan to continue as a full-line 
car manufacturer. It said it needs 
$2.ib, to carry it out. 

The plan, Rlccardo. said, is “based 
on conservative assumptions and la . 
financially sound." . ' 

The alternative. Chrysler said, 
could be the loss of up to 300,000 jobs 
and a cost to taxpayers of up to $16b. 
if Chrysler failed.

Is liquid hydrogen the 
aircraft fuel of the future? 


BURBANK f AP ) . — An experimen- 
tal cargo airline aeing liquid 
hydrogen for fuel and sponsored by 
governments in- the U.S.; Western 
Europe and the Middle East was 
proposed last peek by Lockheed- 
CaJifornia Co. 

G. Daniel Brewer,^ JLockheed’a 
hydrogen programme manager, 
made the proposal at a four-day 
“f^ydrogen in air transportation'' 
symposium held in Stuttgart. Be 
said establishing the airline would 

- demonstrate that liquid hydrogen is 
a feasible alternative to petroleum 

fuel in aviation. 

“Today's petroleum crisis in- 
dicates clearly that practical alter- 
natives murt be developed, and 
soon,” Brewer said. 

Brewer said the proposed airline 
would utilise four wide-bodied jets 
and might operate between 
Fittsburgh-Frankfurt, West Ger- 
many, and Birmingham, England, 
and Riyadh, Satidi Arabia. 

- “These cities were suggested 
because a significant quantity of -air 
cargo is currently dispatched from 
■each end because they are located in. 
areas with access to resources which 
can !bf* »*sc.d. to manufacture 


hydrogen econo mlcally," Brewer 
said. 

He added that relatively few 
modifications would be needed for 
Lockheed's L-10U Tristar to operate 
as a hydrogen-fuelled freight 
carrier. Testing of a modified air- 
craft could begin. In the mid-1980s, if 
government approvals were prompt- 
ly obtained. 

Brewer put the cost of the four 
modified Jets at*690m., with another 
$184zn. going for airport and 
hydrogen production facilities. He 

-estimated the total development cost 
at $i.4b., but said operating costs 
would depend on bow much it cost to 
manufacture hydrogen and what 
problems the experimental airline 
encountered. 

Government funding of the cargo 
airline could he ended after two 
years, Brewer said, and the planes 
could be ‘‘converted to .conventional 
passenger carriers after another two 
years of testing. 

."Ideally, by 1989,- hydrogen 
production facilities, airport 
facilities and liquid hydrogen-fuelled 
aircraft should find a ready market 
with conlemporjur commercial 
carriers," Brewer said.

Questions that won’t go away 


THE PUBLIC STORM over the Pinto cue, triggered by the dis- 
closure abroad of the verdict of the military court that bad 
found Segen Daniel Pinto guilty of murdering four Lebanese 
villagers, is rising steadily, and it will not die down. 

The storm centre is Rav-Aluf Rafael Eitan. who commuted 
the (already reduced) eight-year sentence passed on the army 
officer to a mere two years; and the Issue bolls down to the 
fitness of the brave old soldier to hold the high post of Chief-of- 
Staff. While the loudest voices of both condemnation and ap- 
probation are being heard on the fringes of the left and the right, 
the entire political community la last becoming polarized. 

A retrial is reported to be sought by the Pinto family. If 
granted, this could conceivably result in upsetting the original 
court finding. But for now there is no other starting point for in- 
formed opinion than what has happened. 

The advisability of official inquiry by a public commission has 
also been mentioned. This, however, could not constitute a 
review of the verdict, but only of Rav-Aluf Eltan’a action in 
commuting the sentence — and his cover-up by censorship of 
the case. 

Without waiting for any such review, it may he useful to try to 
re-examine the making of the present controversy. 

It should be recalled that the controversy first broke out not 
over the suppression of the verdict itself, but over Rav-Aluf 
Eitan 's silently setting it aside. Ra ful’s initial explanation of the 
very lenient view he took of Segen Pinto’s deed was that it had 
been done in self-defence and under battle conditions. 

In so arguing in a press Interview the Chief-of-Staff. apart 
from evading his own censor, in effect arbitrarily assumed the 
mantle of a military super-judge, empowered to work outside 
normal procedures. 

Yet unbelievable as the explanation might have been, it at 
least seemed to explain Raful’s action. It was when he 
reversed himself, and dutifully bowed to the judges' findings, 
that his own decision became utterly inexplicable. 

Surely, for the Chief-of-Staff to order so drastic a reduction in 
the punishment of so heinous an offender, there must have been 
some overwhelmingly good reason. What was that reason? 

The irrelevant answer was that Rav-Aluf Eitan was within his 
right to do as he did, which indeed he was. (Although he would 
not have been if the two-year-old Shamgar Committee 
recommendations, which both he and Defence Minister Weiz- 
man opposed, had been carried out.) 

Apart from that, the only answer was (for the while it took the 
news to get abroad) a tight curtain of censorship, ostensibly 
designed to protect state secrets. 

Now that the main story is out, even with some g&pingholes In 
it. Raful is still keeping his silence. Some friends have been 
rushing to his aid, not stopping to think that they might be 
rendering him signal disservice. 

Thus we have been hearing for the post few days such 
lunacies as that a dedicated soldier like Raful is simply above 
reproach, no matter what, or that a chief-of-staff may lie 
because cabinet ministers, too, lie sometimes. But worst of all 
has been the suggestion that Israeli soldiers fighting Arab foes 
must be exempt from the application of standard military 
codes. 

' - Is this really Rav-Aluf Eitan 's view? The suspicion that it 
may be — and that his conduct in the Pinto case was therefore 
not an aberration but part of a consistent pattern — is spreading 
around, and it may well account for the refusal of the Cabinet 
majority to back him up, despite Mr. Begin’s urglngs. 

At issue here is not merely the question of Israel's image 
among the nations. Above all — and certainly above any argu- 
ment that Israel's blemishes can effectively he concealed, if 
only some people did not violate the rules of censorship — there 
is the question of Rav-Aluf Eltan’s ability to provide the kind of 
moral leadership that Israel's army merits and will not do 
without. 

No one can take away from Raful a lifetime of splendid ser- 
vice in the defence of his people and country/ But this record 
cannot put him beyond the requirements of public accountabili- 
ty for his actions as Chief-of-Staff.

“WHY DO YOU NOT pay attention 
to our fasting?" the people ask God 
in the Baftara (Isaiah 37:14-58:16) 
recited on Tom Kippur morning. 
“Why do You not take note of the 
way we mortify our bodies?" 

God replies: "Because on your 
fast day you worry only about your 
private affairs.. .Because you fast in 
strife and contention... Your fasting 
today is not such as to make your 
voice heard On High. Is this the kind 
of fast I desire...? No, this is the fast 
I desire: to loose the chains of in- 
justice and undo the bonds of op- 
pression... Then , when you call, God 
will answer: when you cry out to 
Him. He will say, ‘Here 1 am’ — If 
you cease to pervert justice, to point 
the accusing finger and lay false 
charges..." 

If the chief rabbis of Jerusalem. 
Yaacov Bezalel Zolti and Shalom 
Mashash. had thought of the above, 
they might not have published their 
advertisement last Monday declar- 
ing that prayers said in a Conser- 
vative syngagogue are not kosher 
and “appealing" to the public not to 
associate with Conservatives. 

Their statement, as published In 
The Jerusalem Post, is headed: 
"Halachic ruling" — a formula that 
is repeated in me text. However, the 
statement meets none of the re- 
quirements of a Halachic ruling: it 
does not say which rabbi or body of 
rabbis considered the matter, it does 
not list the data considered, and it 


does not spell out how the alleged 
ruling was reached. 

Therefore, one does not know on 
what basis the learned rabbis ruled 
that "the Holy Tore forbids par- 
ticipation" In Conservative prayer 
services and that hearing the shofar 
blown in a Conservative synagogue 
is like not hearing it at all. Certainly, 
it is not clear on what grounds 
Conservatives are to be ostracised. 

Consequently, this ’ is not a 
'.‘Halachic ruling" but another bit of 
scurrility veiled in sanctimony (to 
paraphrase an epithet used by 
Nahmanides in his comment on 
Leviticus 19:2) for which some of our 
chief rabbis have become famous. 


h- and not even necessarily about 
sacred matters — that there is 
sometimes not a minyan actually 
following the service and saying the 
responses, which is the whole point 
of congregational prayer as distinct 
from prayer in private? 

• The supposed licentiousness Is ex- 
pressed not by males and females 
sharing pews but by their not 
altogether unflirtatlous mingling in. 
the hall or outside, even during the 
service and the Tora reading? 


IT MAY BE ASSUMED that what 
mainly bothers Zolti and Mashash is 
the challenge of the Conservative 
Establishment to the Orthodox one, 
and not alleged Conservative ritual 
or ethical heresies. For If this were 
the issue, the rabbis should similarly 
place a ban on many non- 
Conservatlve synagogues. If a syn- 
agogue is not kosher because, for ex- 
ample. families sit together and 
there are changes in the liturgy, 
what about synagogues in which: 

• Known Sabbath violators — rock 
throwers, price gaugers, usurers — 
serve as prayer leaders, Tora 
readers and shofar blowers among 
other honours? 

■ So many congregants are so busy 
visiting and talking with each other 


OF COURSE, some Conservative 
and Reform synagogues are not free 
of some of these phenomena. But 
that, obviously, is not what 
prompted Zolti and Mashash to issue 
their latest ban, or their earlier edict 
forbidding indoor weddings and 
authorizing only officially appointed 
"neighbourhood rabbis" to officiate 
at weddings, which was also aimed 
at Conservative and Reform rabbis 
and institutions. 

They seem to be concerned less 
about the mass of people who attend 
no synagogue at all than about the 
small but growing number of people 
going to an increasing number of 
non-Orthodox synagogues. 

For if they were more concerned 
about ignorance of. and antipathy to. 
religion, or if they had the un- 
derstanding. imagination and in- 
itiative to do so, they would spend 
more time, energy and money on 
educational and social action and on 



improving the quality of the 
religious services that the rabbinate 
renders to the public, and less on 
hunting heretics and Issuing bans; 
Or at least they would issue bans 
that have an Important social-ethical 
value. 

One such ban that they might issue 
at this season pertains to the exorbi- 
tant price of the Four Species used 
for the Sukkot ritual. In doing so, 
they would be following the example 
of a distinguished predecessor, Rab- 
bi Shimon ben Gamaliel, who tem- 


porarily abrogated an express com- 
mand of the Tora In order to bring 
down the price of pigeons used for a 
certain sacrifice in the Temple 
(Tractate Kritut 8a). 

Meanwhile, all of us — from the 
most extreme fimdam en tails ta to the 
most extreme freethinkers, from the 
Gush Emunim “hawks” to. Os 
Veshalom “doves” — can only 
benefit from a careful study of the 
two. chapters In -Isaiah from which 
the Yom Kippur morning Baftara Is 
taken.

THE FALASHA AGONY 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir. — Geoffrey Wlgoder’s unfor- 
tunate juxtaposition of my article of 
June 1978 ("Present Tense") with 
David Kessler's article of July 1979 
(“Jewish Chronicle") — Jewish 
Scene. August 22 — would lead one to 
believe that the lot of the Falashas in 
Ethiopia has indeed improved dur- 
ing the past year, when In fact it has 
considerably worsened. Mr. Kessler, 
in his anxiety to give ORT In 
Ethiopia a good bill of health to 
counter serious charges levelled 
against Its administration of a 
programme originally designed to 
save the Falashas. has gone over- 
board in minimizing what has 
happened to this helpless Jewish 
group, all but abandoned by the 
Jewish world. 

Since no Jewish organization, in- 
cluding ORT, has even bothered to 
explore the entire situation confron- 
ting the Falashas, but has only dealt 
with less than 10 per cent of the 
Jewish population, neither ORT nor 
Mr. Kessler, who recently returned 
from a visit to Ethiopia, are in a posi- 
tion to reveal how many are still 
alive, how many have been forcibly 
relocated to other sections of the 
country, nor how many are now liv- 
ing in jeopardy as refugees in other 
African countries. 

This much we do know, that 
without the constant goading by 
friends of the Falashas In America 
and the handful of Falashas residing 
in Israel — of the government of 
Israel, and their equally insistent 
prodding of the Jewish Agency and 
other international Jewish 
organizations (for none of them have 
any self-motivating interest in 
salvaging this ancient Jewish com- 
munity), not even the 130 that have 
settled In Israel in the last two years 
would ever have arrived. 

The thousands left behind due to 
Jewish neglect and prejudice are not 
only in danger of being totally ex- 
tinguished, but are actually undergo- 
ing slow, inexorable death, because 
of a Jewish world, which has turned 
its back on them. In the past month, 
a Falasha family that came here in 
1977 received a letter that three of 
their intimate kinsmen had been kill- 
ed in the very area served by ORT 
and visited by Mr. Kessler. 

This is the authentic story of their 
predicament, and not the apologetics 
that are sporadically forthcoming 
from both official Israel and 
overseas Jewish organizations about 
how hard all are labouring to rescue 
them. But always some mysterious 


forces seem to be interfering with 
these half-hearted efforts. Of course, 
all these steps must be shrouded In 
secrecy. 

The true rftory will unfortunately 
be revealed too late. Then, some one, 
in belated remorse, will commission 
some sculptured work to portray the 
agony of their final days. 

Beth Hatefutsoth, which is Im- 
aginatively presenting Jewish com- 
munities which have suffered a 
similar fate, is to be commended for 
telling the Falasha story in a 
forthcoming exhibition before Its 
demise. Perhaps viewers will be suf- 
ficiently aroused to stir Israel and 
Diaspora Jewry to do something now 
to counteract this ongoing tragedy.
